Rob­ 
erts asked that Mrs. Hodge’s suit 
for recovery of the money be dis­ 
missed on grounds it was contra­ 
dictory. 
Crow dismissed one count of the 
suit, but gave Mrs. Hodge 30 days 
in which to file an amended com­ 
plaint on two other counts. 
The trust agreement provided 
that Mrs. Hodge could regain any

Any producer 
who intends to 
plant corn in 1957 on a farm where 
there was no corn acreage during 
the years 1954, 1955, or 1956 must 
apply for a corn allotment if he 
wants price support on his farm 
in 1957, Herman Driskell, chair­ 
man of the County Agricultural 


Stabilization 
and 
Conservation 
committee, said today. 
Marketing quotas do not apply 
to corn, the chairman explained. 
However, under the present pro­ 
gram, the production of corn in 
1957 on a farm which has no corn 
acreage allotment would make the 
corn produced on such farm in­ 
eligible for price support in 1957. 
Application forms for a corn a1 
lotment are available at the coun­ 
ty ASC office. 
January 31, 1957,

CARBONDALE, Ill -F o u r weeks 
of college life await farmers — 
young and old — who enroll for 
S o u t h e r n Illinois University’s 
fourth annual Winter Short Course 
in Agriculture which opens Jan­ 
uary 7, according to Alex Reed, 
SIU supervisor of adult education 
in agriculture. 
The SIU Division of Technical 
and Adult Education and the School 
of Agriculture are cooperating in 
the project. 
Primary purpose of the program, 
Reeds says, is to offer organized 
practical instruction in subjects of 
interest and value to farmers at 
a time when farm work is least 
pressing. 
At the same they may 
take part in athletic, cultural and 
social activities at the University. 
Persons will attend 
on campus 
classes in agriculture, taught by 
regular School of Agriculture fa­ 
culty members, throughout the day 
during the four weeks. Those not 
within easy commuting distance 
may live in university housing or 
private homes. 
Seventeen courses will be avail- 
ablet They are so scheduled that 
students may take five or more 
with at least one in each of six 
general subject fields. 
The following courses are offer­ 
ed: economic problems of farmers, 
farm 
management, 
agricultural 
marketing and prices, farm ma­ 
chinery and tractors farm welding, 
forage crops and pastures, soils 
and fertilizers, 
crop production, 
dairy cattle feeding and manage­ 
ment, livestock management and 
feeding, 
swine management and 
feeding, animal breeding, poultry 
production, farm forestry, 
fruit 
production, vegetable 
production, 
and landscape gardening. 
Tuition, 
laboratory 
and book 
rental fees are estimated at $14.80. 
Lodging and meals will be extra, 
depending on the desires and needs 
of the students. 
Persons planning to enroll may 
contact local FFA chapters, banks 
or farm implement dealers for pos­ 
sible 
scholarships. 
Anyone 
16 
years or older and not now enroll­ 
ed in high school, may be admit­ 
ted. 
Persons satisfactorily com­ 
pleting the course will receive cer­ 
tificates which do not allow col­ 
lege credit but become a perman­ 
ent record at the University for 
use as reference. 
Reed urges in­ 
terested persons to send applica­ 
tions to him as soon as possible. 


DIXON 
SPRINGS — Study o f 
run-off losses and animal gains 
from pasture plots at the Dixon 
Springs Experiment Station of the 
University of Illinois over a nine- 
year period emphasizes the value 
of soil treatment combined with 
controlled grazing. 
L. E. Gard, run-off researcher 
at the Station, reports that on sev 
erely grazed plots soil treatment 
alone did not cut water losses 
very much. But water losses were 
higher on untreated plots during 
all four seasons of the year when 
measurements were taken. 
Moderate grazing was the only 
factor that really lowered run-off 
losses, Gard says. 
On the other hand, soil treat 
ment on controlled grazing plots 
helped the pasture plants to grow 
more roots. 
This edditional root 
growth helped to open the soil, 
make it more porous and hold 
more moisture in the soil. 
Shal 
low-rooted plants on the untreated 
plots did not help soil porosity so 
much. 
Twelve plots on Grantsburg silt 
loam were used in the study. Six 
of the plots were treated with 
lime and phosphate to the extent 
called for by soil tests. Six plots 
were not treated. 
Three treated 
and three untreated plots were 
close grazed while grazing on he 
other six plots were controlled.

now taking place in the Universi­ 
ty of Illinois agronomy green 
houses. 
Charles Brown, plant breeder in 
charge of * oat breeding, reports 
that plantings made earlier this 
fall are now in the stage for mak­ 
ing the first crosses. 
This is a delicate and tedious 
process because the male and fe­ 
male parts of the oat plant are 
enclosed together. 
To make a 
cross, 
Brown 
must open 
each 
embryo grain and remove the 
male part before its pollen ma­ 
tures. 
Then in a few days he 
will put in live poll 
'ping to 
complete fertilization and form 
a new seed. 
From these crosses come new 
seeds that are planted, selected 
and multiplied.
